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| Went All Out With Whooping Cranes 


By Ernest Merrikin 


When as a lad I wandered along 
the hedgerows of dear old England, 
I became acutely aware of the 


beauty of bird life. I thrilled to the 
haunting call of the cuckoo and 
gazed in awe at that tiny comedian 
of the English countryside; also the 
skylark, as he soared heavenward, 
pouring out his heart in rapturous, 
ecstatic, never to be forgotten song, 
until lost in the heavenly blue. Years 
later, when I came to this country, 
the eerie call of the migrant loon, 
and the clarion honk of migrating 
geese awakened the old memories of 
birdlife of earlier years; thus was 
J made a student for life of our 
feathered friends. 

When in 1927 letters came bear- 
ing stamps portraying a picture 
that had hung before me in school, 
I removed them from the envelopes, 
that held them, and placed them in 
my old school dictionary. A 12c blue 
map and a 8c red portraying the 
Houses of Parliament, came on a 
parcel, and these too were placed in 
the dictionary. Thus was another col- 
lector born, and between the study 
of birds and the collecting of stamps, 
I have spent the most enjoyable 
moments of my life. 

How often I wondered, “Why does 
not Canada portray a bird, such as 
an eagle upon her stamps?” But not 
until 20 years later were my desires 
fulfilled. What a beautiful stamp! 
A flock of geese in flight. How often 
I have thrilled to their honking ranks 
and never yet drew a gun on them. 
Some one has written: 


Rain-drenched pavements, close of 
day; 
Street lamps’ mellow glow— 
Heavy murk thick overhead, 
Comes a hush below: 
Hark ...A plaintive cry! High up 
V-shaped squadrons swing 
From the southland, sweeping north, 
Calline—wing to wing! 


Here was a stamp I must have in 
quantity, but despite my love for the 
stamp, and my serious intentions, I 
never got beyond a competion of 
Plate Blocks, and a sheet plus a few 


o Sia 
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used copies. Then appeared the cur- 
rent Goose Airmail. Again a truly 
magnificent stamp, only lacking in 
scenic background, but again, as be- 
fore. I limited it to numerous Plate 
Blocks and a sheet. The plight of the 
whooping crane had for years been 
brought to my attention through 
various articles in nature magazines 
and when it was announced that 
Canada would issue a stamp to assist 
in its conservation, and re-establish- 
ment, my interest was greatly 
aroused and the cut of it as it ap- 
peared in our Ottawa paper sold the 
idea completely—for here was the 
stamp I had been waiting for! 


The genesis of my collection of 
this stamp was an accumulation of 
first day covers, plate blocks aplenty, 
and several sheets supplemented by 
used copies, as they came to hand. 
My first idea was a volume of used 
copies and this I commenced, but an 
afterthought called for a volume for 
each province, and here the scramble 
began. My first volume took a com- 
plete revision and today 10 volumes 
nartially or nearly filled with strips, 
horizontal and vertical pairs, used 
blocks, and singles, all town cancel- 
led, form the nucleus of the collec- 
tion. It is very doubtful if the 13,500 
post offices across the dominion had 
Whooping Crane stamps to use, 
when they were in use, so the idea 
of a cancellation from every post of- 
fice in Canada is only a goal to strive 
for; with no idea of it ever being ac- 
complished. 

It is interesting to note as one 
collects, the form of cancelling used 
by different postmasters. There is 
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one who puts the killer plainly on 
the centre of the stamp and from 
his office come the superb cancels 
that we love to collect. There are 
those who tie the stamp to the cover 
and very rare are perfect strikes, 
coming from his office. And again 
there are those that if the envelope 
were covered with stamps an inch 
apart the strike would undoubtedly 
fall between them. 

After nine months of collecting, 
newspapers and nature magazines 
fairly shouted the news that Whoop- 
ing Cranes had increased by nine 
during 1954 making a total of 
thirty-one, a wonderful increase from 
the all-time low of twenty-one in 
1944. My collection took on added 
value and interest at this news, for 
the purpose of the stamp issue was 
a success indeed. Another thrill came 
when Jo and Crip hatched a pair 
of young in captivity; this, however, 
was short lived, for both died. I await 
with accruing interest the census 
from Texas for 1956. 

The following are observations 
taken from my collection: 


VARIETIES—Outside of cracks in 
Plate 1-2 U.L. and a few other color- 
ed lines appearing here and there the 
most interesting oddity in this stamp 
appears on the reverse side in the 
form of a Phantom stamp or backset. 
Of these I have almost 100 copies 
showing it in different stages. sev- 
eral showing three different posi- 
tions. I wrote an authority on this 
matter and this is his reply: 

The reverse picture or phantom 
stamp is no doubt caused by what 
printers call “slip sheeting” or put- 
ting a clean piece of paper between 
each imprinted sheet as it is put in 
a pile. This slip sheet will prevent 
the not-dry ink from making the 
pile stick together. The slip sheet 
ordinarily will take a light impres- 
sion off the face of each printed 
sheet because the ink is not perfectly 
hard — and light blue ink is very 
liquid, so it dries more slowly. 

The slip sheets are dry before be- 
ing’ re-used (note up to three differ- 
ent positions on one of the stamps 
sent) and are re-used. Now—I think 
what has happened, is that the “ve- 
hicle”” used in the ink, that is sup- 
posed to evaporate quickly, leaving 
the ink hard-dry, has softened the 
little design left on the slip sheets, 


thus making a back print in reverse 
from the slip sheets. 

This was softened is the key to the 
problem, I think — a not frequent 
happening. Evidently the slip sheets 
weren’t placed in the same position 
each time, as they are not very or- 
derly in their placing of the phan- 
tom print. 

So to put it short—slip sheeting 
the pile ef printed sheets, and pos- 
sibly the solvent in the ink making 
an impression form on reverse—will 
be the answer. 

Stamps bearing this phantom de- 
sign, I find are mostly from differ- 
ent towns and cities in the province 
of Quebec. Only two different ones 
have I found from Ontario—Gerald- 
ton being the cne and Toronto the 
other. As yet I have found none from 
any other pronvince. 


PAPERS—Various papers can be 
found in this issue. Thick, stout, thin 
and tissue thin, and upon these last 
two are found the aniline dye. Some 
stamps, the paper may be split as 
thin as cigarette paper. It is on these 
thin papers that the most beautiful 
stamp appears, as it is usually a deep 
shade cf blue. Tinted papers are nu- 
merous, deep blue, green and yel- 
lowish, while handwriting appears on 
the back of many which likely occur- 
red in the slip sheeting. 


SLOGANS — With Ottawa using 
“Conserve rCanada's Wildlife” fo 
Conservation Week, it is interesting 
to note the imperative slogan used 
from different cities along the mi- 
gration routes taken by these great 
birds. “Protect Whooping Cranes 
Now Facing Extinction.” This timely 
and worthy slogan emanates from 
three cities in the prairie provinces 
namely: Edmonton, Station A: Win- 
nipeg, Man.: Regina, Terminal A. 
There may be others too and would 
appreciate hearing about them. Some 
sixty other slogans for other dif- 
ferent causes appear on this stamp 
from across the Dominion which 
makes a nice showing in an album. 


CANCELS — Among the interest- 
ing cancels appearing on this stamp 
are the new double ring or commonly 
known Barrel Cancels. These origin- 
ated when whooping crane stamps 
were in use and of the thirty-four 
towns using them undoubtedly most 
of them grace a crane stamp. I have 
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found several different and have 


hopes of securing them all. 


JERFINS — This issue has its 
quota of perfins and to date I have 
located four different but all are 
very scarce. Just thirteen of the 
C.N.R. have appeared. Two New 
York Life, and a large S would, I 
presume, mean Sun Life Assurance 
Company. What appears to be a 
crown could be the Crown Life In- 
surance Company. 

Judging from the cancels appear- 
ing from the prairie provinces, it is 
quite possible that every hamlet, 
town and city, received a quota of 
Crane Stamps. A wise move on the 
part of the Post Office Department, 
for here, along their migration route, 
lie the dangers of annihilation by 
trigger-happy hunters; but cancels 
coming out of the North West 
Territories, where their breeding 
grounds are said to be, are very 
scarce indeed, possibly due to the 
small population of 16,000. Equally 
scarce are cancels from the Yukon 
with only 10,000 population. But 
harder to get than the rarest of can- 
cels are colored photographs of this 
bird and in all my hunting, I have 
located only one. 

With United States issuing wild 
life stamps, it is quite possible that 
a Whooping Crane will grace one of 
their issues. “Will I collect it if they 
do?” I leave you to guess.” 

Editor’s Note—Early in January 
a press report from Texas placed the 
known count of Whooping Cranes at 
that time returned to their wintering 


grounds there as 23, a disheartening 
decrease. 


HONORS CANADA’S STAMPS 


The latest non-philatelic press to 
honour stamps is the Reader’s Digest, 
Canadian edition. The cover of the 
March issue is given over to a dis- 
play of a choice selection of Canada 
stamps in natural colours. These 
were taken from the collection of 
Charles Mangold, Montreal. It is in- 
teresting to note that of the new 
style commemoratives of recent 
vears none was used in the layout. 
They also mention in their reference 
to the stamps that the C.P.S. es- 
timates 100,000 stamp collectors in 
Canada. We doubt if there is quite 
that number, 
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LETTER POST RATES SINCE 
CONFEDERATION 





Rates of postage on first class let- 
ters in Canada have had their ups 
and dewns in the last 90 years but 
steadily upward since 1931. The rate 
today at 5c is the same as that pre- 
vailing just prior to Confederation 
for Provincial letters. 


One of the first matters dealt 
with at the first Dominion Parlia- 
ment in November, 1867, was the 
reduction of postage rate on first 
class mail from 5c to 3c on a % oz. 
letter effective April 1, 1868. This 
was raised to cover a 1 oz. letter on 
May 2, 1889. 


The next reduction in postal rate 
came with Imperial Penny Postage 
introduced by the Christmas Map 
stamp in 1898 for letters within the 
Empire, but officially the 2c per oz. 
rate was not authorized until Jan. 1, 
1899 one week after Imperial Pen- 
ny postage went into effect. Fur- 
ther to confound the picture are 
covers found postmarked prior to 
the Christmas date. The writer has 
one postmarked Toronto, Dec. 18, 
1898, addressed to qa Toronto address. 


In February 1915, to help offset 
increasing costs of the 1914-19 world 
war a lc tax was added to letters, 
and a 2c tax was imposed on all 
cheques. This gave us the War Tax 
stamps, a le variety and the 2c I.T.C. 
stamp. 


This 3c per letter rate continued 
until July 1926, when it reverted to 
2c, but after five years at this re- 
duced rate a le tax was again added 
in June 1931. 

On April 1, 1943, this rate was 
upped another cent for 2c added to 
the former basic rate of 2c. (See 
Popular Stamps. March, April, 1943). 

Four cent letter rate prevailed for 
the next eleven years, to be raised to 
a 5c rate April 1, 1954. (See Popular 
Stamps, Feb., Mar., 1954). 

Postcards acquired the same addi- 
tional rate increases when the rates 
were raised. Parcel post rates were 
also revised upward in recent years. 
No doubt the increases have helped 
the P.O. Dept. to be more self- 
sufficient in these days of all round 
increasing costs, and compared with 
costs of other services they give big 
value for a five-cent outlay.

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No. 357—“A Penny All The Way” 


have I had much luck in 
obtaining what I would consider 
really fine illustrated covers with 
the 2c 1898 “Xmas” or “Map” stamp,

the penny postage envelope printed 
in England. This is in red and black. 
In a banner across the top reads in 
red “Hands across the sea.” In the 
lower left corner also in red “A 
Greeting from the Old Country.”

parently there are quite a few var- 
ieties of these, perhaps as many as 
thirty. So far I have been able to 
find examples of only the Canadian 
Express Company and the Dominion 
Express Company facsimile cards. 


“The Dominion” cards I have were 
in use from 1898 through 1904 and 
are on the 1c carmine Maple Leaf 
and King Edward issues. Two types 
of facsimile money order illustra- 
tions. 

The “Canadian” cards I have were 
used from 1899 through 1921. The 
cards include the ic Leaf, ic Ed- 
ward, 1c Admiral and 2c Admiral, 
all in carmine. The illustrations of 
facsimile money orders are in three 
types and also come in a number of 
colors. 


No. 359—Re-entry on the $1 
Supreme Court, 1923 


Thanks to Lee Brandom of Lake 
Charles, Louisiana, I recently had 
the opportunity of studying a great 
number of these stamps, the $1.00 
Supreme Court Law of 1923, Holmes’ 
No. FSC 14, Marks’ No. SC 15, Bond 
No. DLC 5. 


The study led to a number of dis- 
coveries about this beautiful stamp, 
which will be reported later, but not 
the least interesting was to find a 
well defined re-entry, not hitherto 
reported. Sufficient copies were 
found to definitely confirm it being 
constant. 

The re-entry is in the top and bot- 
tem frame lines, which show evi- 
dence of re-entering all along the 
outer frame lines. However the char- 
acteristic most readily seen without 
the aid of a glass is a marked thick- 
ening of the right hand half of the 
lower outer frame line. 

The discovery of this re-entry also 
led to the discovery that this stamp 
was printed in a sheet of 50, and not 
twenty as hitherto supposed. Every 
copy of this re-entry turned up on 
a stamp in which the control num- 
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ber ended in either “40” or “90”. 
Every copy so numbered showed the 
re-entry and no copy with “60”, “80” 
ete. show the re-entry. That makes 
it easy to spot, re-entry fans,—look 
first for a copy with a control num- 
ber ending in “40” or “90”—and you 
should have a copy of a nice re- 
entry! 

There are loads of other interest- 
ing things about this stamp, so keep 
yours eyes peeled. We’ll keep you 
posted later. Correspondence invited. 


No. 360—Alberta Holiday-With-Pay 
Stamps Again 

Just last month we reported to 
you the complete listing of the cur- 
rent set of Alberta's Holiday-with- 
pay stamps, (packet No. 355). Now 
it turns out that the current set is 
the second issue of such stamps by 
Alberta. 

How many values were included 
in the first issue I do not know, as I 
only have the $2.00 in my collection. 
However Charlie Armstrong of Tor- 
onto reports owning a copy of the 
5e, $1 and $2 values. It may well be 
that the first issue only included 
these three values, but it seems likely 
that there at least be a 25c and ora 
50c value. 

This first issue has the Alberta 
Coat-of-Arms near the top of the 
stamp design, whereas the second 
issue has this near the bottom. 

Can any of our readers shed any 
additional light on the subject of 
this First Issue Alberta Holiday- 
with-Pay stamps? 

No. 361—Newfoundland Envelopes 
Without Watermark 


All collectors of Newfoundland 
Postal Stationery are well aware that 
the first and only issue of Newfound- 
land envelopes were made from a 
white laid paper with a three-line 
watermark, reading “ORIGINAL 
TURKEY MILL KENT.” 

I have looked over at least a hund- 
red of these, and always before I 
could be sure that the paper was so 
cut as to give almost the full water- 
mark in every envelope. Some time 
back I found one which showed only 
a portion of two letters in the flap 
portion. This started me on a hunt. 
If the envelopes could be cut so 
badly as to show only a small por- 
tion of the watermark, why wouldn‘t 
it be possible to find them WITH- 


OUT the watermark entirely? At 
last my search has been successful! 
I can report finding the 3c in both 
size envelopes WITHOUT the water- 
mark. Now I’m looking for the 5c 
in the same form. 


No. 362—‘Soldiers of Canada” 
Boer War Patriotic Series 
These have been mentioned twice 
before, in packets No. 296 and No. 
319. In the later we listed the ten 
different designs known to make up 

this set. 

We also mentioned how difficult 
it was to find a USED copy, report- 
ing that Capt. Vinnie Greene of Tor- 
onto had a used copy of the “Deni- 
son” design. Since then Greene has 
added the “Buchan” design in used 
condition, postmarked “Toronto 
junction, Au 9, 00.” This particular 
cover was used for illustrating the 
cover of the June issue of BNA 
TOPICS. 

In the form of a“Merry Christmas” 
ereeting, Capt. Vinnie sent yours 
truly a USED copy of the “Lt.-Col. 
Otter” card, used from Pickering, 
Ont., Dec. 13, 00. What a surprise 
gift for a Canadian Patriotic Fan! 
Thanks again Vinnie! 

So far, only these three copies 
are known in USED condition. 

No. 363—Bogus 10c and 15c 
Prince Edward Island 
Illustrated here this month are two 
interesting bogus items which have 
always managed to escape me until 
this past fall when they showed up 
at the Toronto Stamp Collectors’ 

Club annual auction. 

Both are mentioned and illustrated 
in Jarrett's 1929 BNA Handbook. 
The 10c value seems to have been de- 
signed after the 3d (pence) value, and 
the 15c looks a lot like the design of 
the 9d value. The 10c is beautiful in 
color and detail, and might even be 
said to be an improvement on P.E.I. 
stamps,—it is lilac-rose, or mauve. 
The 15c leaves a great deal to be 
desired, being a much more crude 
production,—1t is in light blue. 

There were of course no stamps of 
P.E.I. ever issued in these two de- 
nominations, and both may be the 
work of the “master forger” Samuel 
Allan Taylor of Montreal, Albany 
and Boston.

P.E.I. and for a long time the ten 
cent value fooled the collecting pub- 
lic,—it even got chronicled as a 
new issue. 

So now if I can locate a copy of 
that 10c bogus stamp in the hori- 
zontal design, also illustrated in 
Fred’s Canadian philatelic bible, my 
search for P.E.I. bogus issues might 
be complete. 


Your Answer: 


Dear Mr. Editor: 

At a recent meeting of our Stamp 
Club we discussed the pros and cons 
of Insurance. The conversation was 


then changed to what merits it 
might have for collectors, in case 
they suffered a loss. This was 


brought about with respect to an ar- 
ticle which appeared in a newspaper. 
However, we could not decide the 
merits, as we needed answers to the 
following questions: 


(a) How do we value our stamp 
collections? 

(b) Where could we get the best 
coverage at a nominal price? 

(c) What would this coverage in- 
clude ? 

(d) Would our valuation be accept- 
ed by the Insurance Company? 

(e) What percentage would be paid 
us in case of loss? 

(f) How is the amount of loss 
arrived at by the Insurance Com- 
pany ? 

We would appreciate answers to 
these questions, or information as 
to where these answers may be ob- 
tained.—Subscriber, Ont. 

The above questionnaire was sub- 
mitted by us to Mr. T. G. Colley of 
Guelph who is in the insurance 
business and answers as follows: 

Thank you for forwarding on the 
inquiry which you received with re- 
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spect to insuring stamps. I am very 
happy to answer same, and will take 
the questions one at a time: 


(a) The best way, to my mind, to 
value your stamp collection is to 
take Scott’s valuations, as this is the 
company’s value on which they 
would be paying any losses. 

(b) I would suggest you get in 
touch with me, as the coverage is 
broad, and the price very reasonable. 

(c) This coverage includes fire and 
all the supplemental perils, plus 
theft from your home, or wherever 
you may be staying, providing there 
are visible means of entry by theft. 
Besides these two main covers, the 
policy also includes (amage by c<ol- 
lision or derailment, or upset of any 
carrying conveyance in which your 
stamps may be in. This means, if the 
collection is in a car, and the car 
happens to be wrecked, they would be 
covered. Also water damage, which 
would be caused from plumbing or 
heating equipment, water pipes, 
melting ice or snow from a roof 
which may leak in your building, and 
would cause damage to your stamps. 
However, it does not cover water 
damage, if you were soaking your 
stamps, or something of that nature. 

(d & e) The valuation that you 
set on your stamps, if you have used 
Scott’s catalogue will be acceptable 
to the Insurance Company. I would 
suggest that you purchase a cata- 
logue, and mark in it your collection. 
In this way you will always know 
what you have, in the event of a loss. 
It will also be very easy for you to 
show this to the adjuster, and he will 
be able to make a quick settlement 
for you. 

(f) The loss is arrived at by an 
adjuster in your locality who is an 
independent man going over your 
collection, or the remains of your 
collection. Failing this, if you had 
some person who would know some- 
thing of your collection, whereby a 
settlement could be arrived at, or, if 
you have, as I have mentioned above 
the Scott’s catalogue, it would be 
much easier to make an adjustment. 

I think that this answers the ques- 
tions, and I will be very happy to 
give any further information that 
any of your readers require, I am,

One often hears that Canadian 
mint stamps are good investments. 
This leads one to ask, are all issues 
equally good? To answer this, it is 
necessary to survey the increase in 
value over a period of years. Too long 
a period, is apt to bring into the sur- 
vey certain issues that have enhanced 
in value far beyond a normal in- 
crease. Too short a period will bring 
under survey the issues that receive 
the usual catalogue mark-up of twice 
face value. Another factor to con- 
sider in selecting the best period for 
such a survey is the growth of the 
popularity of stamp collecting. It is 
fairly safe to state that the period 
following the end of the first great 
war, saw thousands of new collectors 
enter the field, this means that a vast 
quantity of stamps remain in collect- 
ors and dealers hands that would not 
otherwise have been saved. this in 
turn has a certain effect on the in- 
crease in values. The writer has 
therefore chosen a thirty year period, 
1927-1956. As the majority of present 
day ccllectors have not been collect- 
ing for thirty years, this period has 
been broken down into three periods 
of ten years viz: 1927-36, 1937- 
46 and 1947-56. The survey covers 
all stamps except Bocklet panes, 
O.H.M.S., varieties and special de- 
livery. They are classified as general 
issues, which include Prime Minis- 
ters, Wild Life, etc., commemorative 
issues, coil stamps and airmail issues. 


To achieve parity in the survey, the 
writer assumes that one dollar’s 
worth of each stamp was purchased, 
100 of 1 cent, 50 of 2 cents, 10 of 10 
cents and so forth. To cite one ex- 
ample, during the thirty years under 
survey, there were eleven issues of 
one cent General issue, eleven of one 
cent Coils and three of one cent Com- 
memoratives, making a total expendi- 
ture of twenty-five dollars. 

The 1956 catalogue value of these 
is General issues is 69.00, Coils 245.00 
and Commemoratives 45.00, for a 
total of 359.00 increase on original 
25.00 investment. Space will not al- 
low the giving in detail of each of 
the 213 stamps used in this survey, 
but in the following lists each value 
under each classification has been 
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averaged and arranged in order of 
the greatest return for each one dol- 
lar invested.

Of the 
issues which appear in all four lists, 
and are among the top twelve show- 
ing the highest returns for each dol- 
lar invested, are: le Coil, second on 
lists 1, ,2 and 3, and Ist on list 4; 2c 
Coil, 10th on list 1, 7th on list 2, 8th 
on list 8, and 2nd on list 4; 1c Gen- 
eral, 12th on list 1 and 2, 5th on list 
3, and 8th on list 4—Wm. J. Davey.

A number of years ago the De- 
troit Philatelic Society gathered at 
the home of Mr. Hutchinson. John 
Kay, a member brought as his guest 
the late Mr. Alfred F. Lichtenstein, 
the eminent and world-known stamp 
authority. 

Mr. Lichtenstein had in his posses- 
sion three albums of rare and elu- 
sive stamps which he kindly but 
with care showed to the wide-eyed 
collectors present. 

Another surprise to the collectors 
came when Mr. Lichtenstein care- 
fully withdrew from a metal con- 
tainer a sheet of Canada No. 3 (12d 
imperforate) and then related how 
he became the proud owner of this 
prized rarity. 

“This sheet was kept by the en- 
graving and printing firm of Messrs. 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson, 
of New York after the sheets were 
printed. (The Canadian Post Office 
released this stamp on June 14, 1851 
in sheets of 100). 

“Later this sheet which the print- 
ing firm kept was sent to South 
American countries as an example 
of their craftsmanship to secure 
stamp printing contracts. 

“On its return it was placed in the 
firm’s safe where it laid for years 
and eventually found by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Co. of New York, the 
successor to the before-mentioned 
company. The heads of the new 
firm immediately called in Mr. 
Lichtenstein to verify their find. At 
a later date Mr. Lichtenstein secured 
the sheet for himself. 

“This sheet he claimed, should be 
looked upon as a ‘sample’ as it had 
never been on the legitimate mar- 
ket.” (The same sheet today would 
catalogue at $500,000). At recent 
auctions, this rare stamp in fine 
condition always brings at least 
double catalogue. — From Windsor 
“Y” Stamp Club Bulletin. 


Used stamps in themselves are 
worthless—something that has done 
service and has become ready for the 
discard, but elevated to the dignity 
of being collectible items acquire 
value in proportion to the regard 
established for them. 
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SOME AUCTION PRICES 

In their catalogue for March 6th 
auction sale of B.N.A., J. N. Sis- 
sons Ltd., Toronto, had the follow- 
ing mention of prices realized in 
their January sale: 

Prices on the average were excel- 
lent. The 12d Proof with Specimen 
in red brought $77.50; ed o.g. $115; 
6d thick soft $300; 2d perforated, 
on front, $72.50; 1859 lc rose og. 
$26, another copy without gum $20; 
a 10c used $25; 121%4c used $15; 17c 
used $29, all superb; 1868 3c Laid 
$57.50 and $46; o.g. block 2c $240, 
used block $112.50. The Small Cents 
sold somewhat more reasonably than 
in recent sales, however there was 
exceptional competition on the mixed 
lots of used and extremely fine mint; 
a copy of the 50c sold for $16.50. 
There seems to be a strong demand 
for squared circle cancellations which 
is affecting prices on mixed lots of 
all the late 19th century issues. 
Some nice Mint 1898 Numerals in 
wholesale lots sold very well. The 
later Canada sold at usual prices. 
Competition continues strong for the 
scarcer Officials. 

There were exceptionally nice 
Provinces and Newfoundland which 
brought excellent competition. A 
British Columbia 2%d pair, used, sold 
at $52.50: 10c imperf pair $325; a 
piece with 3 copies of the 10c perf 
12% $175. Rare New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia Stampless sold at $130 





each; the P.E.I. for $165 (which 
must be close to a record for any 
B.N.A. Stampless). The scarcer 


Newfoundland brought excellent com- 
petition. The British Empire, U.S. 
and Foreign attracted the kind of 
bidding it deserved.

Further to our conclusions on reas- 
ons for the thick “G” overprint in last 
issue of P.S. arising from lengthy 
use of the overprinting plate and con- 
sequent breaking down of the letter 
to cause the thick appearance this is 
probably the reason why this did not 
occur on any of the O.H.M.S. over- 
prints as they were quickly replaced 
by the G, and the O.H.M.S quantities 
were generally small—also same ap- 
plies on the high value G  10c-$1, 
where we have not seen a true ‘thick 
G variety’ although you will find the 
thickness of the G varies somewhat 
(particularly on the 10c Fur and 20e 
Forest) but the letter has not actual- 
ly broken apart nor does it clearly 
show through in such state to the 
back of the stamp. It appears as if a 
new plate is made once the letters 
begin to break up as new supplies of 
the current 5c are with the normal G 
and in fact the Philatelic Section was 
unable at any time to supply the 
thick G. They make no attempt to 
separate their stocks anyway.

Please note in check list in January 
P.S.: All plates numbered 7 should 
reaed No. 1. (Those filing their copies 
for reference please note correction 
against this particular paragraph in 
that issue) and please accept our ap- 
ologies as the typesetter had to de- 


Missing 
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cipher our long-hand on this and note 
—not only am I a poor writer but al- 
so am left-handed on top ot it. 

We have established only 10 con- 
stant positicns to date —all with 
missing period after the S only. 
Please quote at least three different 
known items in same position to ver- 
ify constant factor before we list it 
as such. More on these later. Mean- 
while give us the facts on your miss- 
ing period varieties. 

No. 7—Constant Varieties — Miss- 
ing periods on Ovpt. O.H.M.S. 

Check List—Please note all these 
have mission period after the ‘S’ only 
and we have no evidence to date that 
any of the other periods missing af- 
ter other letters are constant. The 
missing period after the ‘S’ occured 
on the first printings and was evi- 
dently noticed, replaced and corrected 
when second printings were over- 
printed. 

Stamp No. 52 LL panes—Scott No. 
Oi, 02,08, 04, Olba. 

Stamp No. 47 LL panes—Scott No. 
06, 07, 08, O9, O10. 

Stamp No. 78 UL pane Scott No. 
O15a. 

Reg. Nairne of Vancouver Phil. 
Soc. dropped us an interesting note 
re the O10 missing period variety. 
He contends that this value was the 
Ist one to be overprinted and near 
the end of the run the period after 
the ‘S’ broke off unnoticed and thus 
only a few O10 were printed this way 
but all the first printings on the 
other values had one stamp in 200 
with the missing period. More about 
this later, meanwhile what have you 
to say on this? It appears as if the 
same overprinting plate was used 
for all values Scott O6, 7, 8, 9 and 
10 and CO1 but obviously a differ- 
ent plate was used for EO1 (we have 
not seen this with missing period 
either) and a different one again for 
Ol, 2, 3, 4, 15a, thus making three’ 
different plates in all and explaining 
the consistency of the missing period 
varieties. It is possible that O11 was 
printed from same plates as 06-010 
and if it was overprinted before the 
second printing of O6-8, 010 (which 
is quite possible as it replaced the 
O9 50e Oil quickly after only one 
printing) then it too would occur with: 
the constant missing period after the 
‘S’ variety on stamp No. 47 LL pane 
—we need more evidence on this. 
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No. 8—Plates Used For Over- BYPEX COVERS 


printing The Officials. 

As can be seen from above No. 8, 
it appears as if one plate was used 
for Ol, 2, 3, 4, and Ol5a, one plate 
for O6, 7, 8, 9, 10 (and possible O11) 
and CO1 and one plate for EO1. Now 
on the revised issue Scott O11-15 it 
is possible that the same plate (be- 
cause of the relatively small quan- 
tities overprinted) as used for O1-4, 
Ol5a was utilized, but remember that 
the missing period after the ‘S’ had 
been corrected for the second print- 
ings of O1-4, Ol5a and thus would 
not occur on this stamp and position 
at least on O11-15. So how did the 
missing period varieties occur that 
exist ?—possibly they are not con- 
stant and due to very light inking or 
a speck on the stamp that later fell 
off and it had the period on it or did 
some of the periods actually fall off 
the ovpt. plate same as on first 
issues O1-010 but were replaced very 
quickly and thus difficult for col- 
lectors to asertain consistency. 


We feel sure many P.S. readers 
have answers to some of these ques- 
tions so drop us a line so that your 
knowledge can be shared with all. 


In the G overprints we believe a 
different plate was used for each 
value (possibly due to the expanding 
use of the stamps and need for large 
quantities as O.H.M.S. issues all had 
a very short limited period of use), 
but it is possible that the first high 
values 7c-$1 Scott 021-20, CO2 were 
all done from one plate and then as 
these were replaced a different plate 
was set up for each value. Since the 
G now occurs in different positions 
on most of the stamps, it is wise to 
keep our eyes open as it would not 
be impossible for the printers to use 
the overprinting plate of the wrong 
value, thus creating the G in a differ- 
ent position such as occurred on the 
10c Fur stamp. 


Thanks to Messrs. H. Jacobi and 
J. C. Rosenbaum for samples of their 
First Day Covers for the 4-seasons 
stamps. Both these gentlemen are 
doing a fine job in this line. Mr. 
Jacobi has a nice layout for the vaca- 
tion stamps and Mr. Rosenbaum has 
a very fitting cover coming up for 
the wildlife stamp. 





A very fine cut of the Peace 
Tower has been chosen for the 
cacheted envelope to be used at 


BYPEX, the 29th Annual Exhibition 
and Convention of the Canadian 
Philatelic Society which will be held 
in Ottawa, Canada, May 2, 3, 4, 1957. 
The Peace Tower is considered to be 
a perfect example of Gothic archi- 
tecture. Built in the form of a Cam- 
panile, it rises 293 feet into the air, 
of which 221 feet are above ground 
level. The building, built of stone, 
attracts the eyes of all visitors to 
Parliament Hill. 

From the Tower come the beauti- 
ful notes of Canada’s greatest Caril- 
lon. The Carillon has 53 bells, hav- 
ing a range of four and one half oc- 
taves, the largest bell weighing 22,- 
400 pounds, the smallest, 12 pounds, 
with the total weight of the bells 
being 120,621 pounds. 

Within the Peace Tower can be 
seen the Memorial Chamber with its 
Altar cf Remembrance, Canada’s tri- 
bute to its war dead. In this Altar is 
contained the hand-printed Book of 
Remembrance, unique of its kind, and 
nothing similar to it is found any- 
where in the world. 

The envelope will be of regular 
size in buff with the design etched in 
sepia. These will be serviced by the 
Post Office Department at their Ex- 
hibition booth with a special BYPEX 
cancellation. |

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
RE SJ2 PLATE BLOCK 





Plate Block Charlie listed a nice 
lot of Canada's really rare items. 
There is one he did not mention. This 
one is so tough that even all the 
cheek lists and catalogues do not 
know how to list it with “full” in- 
script., or even the lath work on the 
bottom of the sheet. The specimen 
referred to is the Postage Due 2c— 
SJ2 in Plate 3. To have the complete 
inseript. one needs the entire bottom 
row. The low left corner of the right 
pane is inscribed “Part Arrow” Ot- 
tawa No. 3 and then jump to below 
the 100th stamp we find 920-B.—But 
the entire space from the right third 
of stamp 92 to the left half of 99; 
is lath work of Type 1. Even the lath 
work of Type 1 has never been rec- 
orded on this stamp by anyone. The 
above would indicate that there is 
only one known copy as even a block 
of 4 would show the lath. 

It is possible that Plate 3 may have 
been also printed without the lath, 
which could be below the left pane. 

I was surprised that Plate Block 
Charlie did not mention the world 
Air Mail SC 2. This in a perfect 
centering is a real tough one, but 
there are so many real tough speci- 
mens much tco long to list here. So 
we await some new catalogues pub- 
lished. The more the merrier.—C. B.

THOSE TYPOGRAPHICALS 





The bane of every printer, proof- 
reader and editor are those typo- 
graphical errors. Every month after 
P.S. is out and in the mail I find a 
quiet evening and take leisurely in- 
ventory of the latest issue. Nearly 
always I will find one or more of 
those embarrassing mistakes in 
proofreading. They may not be 
serious but do deflate your pride in 
workmanship. The error that most 
readily gets by is a word or figure, 
that taken in itself is correctly spell- 
ed out but nevertheless wrong—as 
instance “1954” for “1854.” Both are 
perfect dates but the earlier date 
was correct. The familiar and fre- 
quently used date of present times 
caught the typesetter or proofreader 
off guard—or both of them. Then 
there’s cne like this, “the part of 
Canada” when it should have been 
“that part” to properly interpret the 
context of the sentence, though the 
word “the,” properly spelled as it 
was got by because it didn’t notice- 
ably upset the context of the sen- 
tence. 

Like sinners, we have them with 
us always, these contemptible, in- 
sidious and irascible typographicals. 
They've made many an editor grey- 
haired, or even bald—and that could 
have gct by us as bawled or balled. 
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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


A number of new issues reached 
me during the past month, among 
them the new release from Jamaica 
of additional items. They are very 
attractive and colorful. 


The New Zealand Ross dependen- 
cies also came along and likely to 
be generally well collected. Papua 
with two provisionals overprinted 
may be worth while should their life 
be short-lived. The St. Kitts and 
Seychelles commemoratives added 
were enough for one month’s supply. 

The Trinidad and Tobago one cent 
surcharged on the two cents for tem- 
porary use seem to be scarce enough 
and prove tough to get. This was put 
in use to cover the shortage of the 
regular stamp. This  overprinted 
item was absorbed in London in a 
few hours. It is reported that 5% 
hours after the sale on the island that 
regular supplies of the one cent ar- 
rived by air mail, and that ten thou- 
sand stamps left unsold of the over- 
print item were destroyed, the other 
fifty thousand were sold to the pub- 
lic and no doubt most of them are 
held by island inhabitants. “SC” of 
London reports prices ranged from 
7/6 to 12/6 per stamp. It is noted 
that Gibbons’ price is 10/- per copy. 

Quite a controversy exists in Lon- 
don over the 2d Great Britain im- 
perf. sheet discovered at the Dart- 
ford, Kent Post Office. While it is 
true that a P.O. employee bought the 
sheet, one must keep in mind it was 
from government supply, and if not 
quite an authorized sale, was from 
genuine stock. If the sheet was not 
returned to the Post Office authori- 
ties and in the hands of one person, 
one would assume it should receive 
catalog recognition. Gibbons will not 
list the item but make only a foot- 
note reference of it in their catalog. 
Later news is that Sir John Wilson 
has refused to add it to the Queen’s 
collection. The entire subject will no 
doubt be the cause of much further 
argument, as there will be many dif- 
ferences of opinion concerning the 
matter. 

Special mentions by Fyndhem of 
“SC” are references to the British 
Honduras Cay issue and a Canadian 
item the 4c stamp of Geo. 6th first 
issue of 1937, the price of which 
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against that of the 8c stamp appears 
to be misunderstood, both of which 
are good to have. 

The new release of our sport 
stamps on March 7th may give Ot- 
tawa a surprise in the matter of de- 
mand for this issue, not only from 
here but from abroad. . 

Cheerio to all of you and take 
heart for summer is coming.

FIRE STAMP ODDITY 


Mr. John H. M. Young of Halifax 
sends us a photo of a printing oddity 
in the Fire Prevention stamp. The 
red portion of the stamp showing the 
burning building is decidedly off 
centre to the left. Evidently the 
sheet bearing these stamp impress- 
lons was fed into the press for one or 
other of the colour plates about one- 
eighth of an inch out of register and 
thus produced the misalignment. 
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STAMPS MOVED OVER 





We receive a number of letters 
with the stamp set in about 2% 
inches from the right hand edge of 
envelope instead of the upper right 
hand corner. This brings the centre 
of the stamp roughly 3%” from the 
right hand edge of the cover, and in 
line to receive the date stamp of elec- 
tric cancelling machines and also 
leaves a blank for the trailing slo- 
gan tablet to give a good clear im- 
pression of the slogan. Whether this 
meets the approval of the Post Of- 
fice Department or not we do not 
know but it does give the collector 
opportunity for date cancelled stamps 
and legible slogan impressions.

FOUND NO NUMERAL 
The following is from the Philatel- 
ic Advocate of January, 1898: 


Trouble Over a Jubilee Stamp 


“The omission of numerals on the 
Jubilee Stamps is responsible for the 
following incident. 

Mr. Paul Pequegnat, Berlin, Ont., 
sent a parcel to Switzerland prepaid 
with a 50c Jubilee stamp. On its 
arrival there the postmaster claimed 
that the parcel was not sufficiently 
paid. After much trouble a party who 
could speak English was found and 
it was explained the stamp was a 
50 cent one instead of a 5e as the 
postmaster thought. 

As there are no numerals on the 
new Canada stamps this trouble will 
likely oceur again.” 

Editor of P.S. Note:—I wonder if 
the sender of this parcel was related 
to the makers of the fine eight-day 
Pequegnat clock that we have had 
in our home for the past 40 years.
